QCWA PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE 


A codeless Amateur Radio license? Never! It will be absolute end 
of Amateur Radio! Do those words have a familiar ring to those of 
you who held licenses in the early fifties? Without any doubt, if you 
recall the birth of the Novice Class. There was a small difference, 
however, because the comments were made by many who then 
thought Amateur Radio was going to the dogs with a code speed 
requirement of only five words per minute and an overly simple, 
very short test requiring minimal knowledge. Amateur Radio was 
certainly “going down the tube!” 


But...and that’sa big “but” ... did Amateur Radio enterits last days 
as the Novices came upon the scene? The answer is a simple NO! 
Yes, there were some changes required to improve the introductory 
form of the Novice rules . . . elimination of 2-meter voice privileges, 
a longer term of license and addition of privileges on 15-meters so 
that daytime operation might be possible. Did you ever make a 
contact on 80 meters at high noon from the center of one of Western 
states? Difficult... right? Or, maybe impossible! At any rate, the 
Novice Class came upon the scene, underwent some change and has 
proven itself to be a fine addition to Amateur Radio. You need only 
take a look at those who have entered via that route to see what has 
been accomplished. 


Take a look at your own local Amateur Radio populations. Take a 
look at your own QCWA Chapter. You will find that many of those 
who are the leaders in Amateur Radio today entered via the Novice 
gateway. The President of the ARRL, the Executive Vice President of 
the ARRL, more than half of the ARRL Directors and several of our 
FCC policy makers were all Novices at one time. Had there been a 
Novice license when many of us were first licensed, we may have 
entered Amateur Radio years earlier, 


Today, we again stand ata decision point in Amateur Radio. What 
about this codeless license? Will it be a benefit or the death of 
Amateur Radio? Your QCWA Board met last April and carefully 
considered this question. Based on discussions among many of our 
members, the Board stated: “A codeless license . . . it’s time has 
come!” We have filed ourcomments on PR Docket 90-55 and we are 
now waiting to see what the FCC will release as the new rules for a 
codeless license. We have asked that the FCC retain the Novice 
license because it remains a gateway for those who can grasp the 
code, but have some difficulty with the technical area. We have 
recommended that the FCC drop the code requirement from the 
Technician Class and restrict operation for all “new” Techs to those 
frequencies above 30 MHz. We think that this approach will give 
Amateur Radio a boost with the least hardship to the FCC’s com- 
puter-based licensing machinery. We think a codeless license will be 
valuable to the future of Amateur Radio. 


No matter what form of codeless license is approved, it will be up 
to us to make it work. We will train the potential licensees. We will 
give the exams via the Volunteer examiner Program. There is one 
more item we must cover . .. follow-up. While this point is also

essential in today's structure, it may well be even more essential for 
the codeless licensee. Certainly, there will be some resentment 
toward this new entrant to Amateur Radio. They didn't have to go 
through the same doors which have traditionally been closed until 
we opened them by mastering the Morse code. They jumped aboard 
with less effort .. . right? Not necessarily! Some folks master the 
theory and written portion of the Amateur Radio exams while 
struggling with the code and others find it exactly the opposite. 


Let's open the doors wide and welcome the codeless licensees with 
an outstretched hand, a smile and an offer to assist them as they 
travel the road with us. You may very well be helping a future 
QCWA Chapter Chairman, a QCWA President or prominent per- 
sonality in Amateur Radio, Many of you will be here several decades 
from now saying, "Amateur Radiois alive and well! Those decisions 
in 1990 were right on target.”

Dallas Chapter 41, tellers for the 1990 QCWA Election of five Directors completed it counting of ballots and re- 
ported right on schedule. The report by telephone (followed by mail reports to the QCWA Secretary and QCWA 
Headquarters) was delivered on August 2, 1990. Tellers Committee Chairman, Bob Olney, N5NT, immediate past 
President of Chapter 41, gave us the final tally.

David Talley, W2PF, QCWA Member No. 4 


QCWA members were dismayed to learn of the death of David 
Talley, W2PF, QCWA’s First Treasurer, and an active member of 
the Organization since December 5, 1947. David, 86 years of age, 
passed away on June 24, 1990, of a heart attack. He was interred 
June 27, 1990, at Knollwood Park Cemetery, in Queens, New 
York. Davids’s son, Edward, W2IVA is a QCWA member. 


Davids life work as an Electrical Engineer began, like so many 
others who made entry to their life work through Amateur Radio. 
David received his first license, 2PF in March of 1917, just a month 
before amateur radio was shut down for the duration of WW-I. He 
was a graduate Engineer of Polytechnic Institute of Brooklyn. During 
World War II he was called into service in the European Theatre. His 
life work included employment of 45 years with The Bell System, 
with ITT and with GTE. He retired to Bal Harbour, Florida in 1980. 
In recent years he has authored several texts dealing with electronic 
communication systems and has served as Consultant for a number 
of small businesses. : 


David was, throughout his life, an active radio amateur, never 
dropping away from that avocation even during his years as a 
professional engineer. He gave unstintingly of his time to QCWA. 
He was one of the rare Old-Timers who, although a fine CW 
operator, felt that times were changing, and that one must change or 
be left behind. David served QCWA in the offices of Treasurer and 
as Secretary. He devoted many hours to studying ways and means 
by which QCWA might provide more service to the Amateur Radio 
community. No matter what project he might be working with, he 
“did his home-work”. When David entered into a project, he gave 
it full attention. In recent months, working with Stuart Meyer, 
W2GHK, he has been giving much time to preparation of the QCWA 
Historical Document soon to be published. He was a force in 

teur Radioandin QCWA. We will miss him. QCWA members 
attending the Sunday afternoon QSO meetings on the air (14,347 
kHz) will miss his voice.

It is with deep regrets and a genuine feeling of loss that we report 
the death of Bob David, W4YK. As one of our founding members 
and recent Chapter president, Bob made many outstanding contri- 
butions to the local community and to the entire QCWA organiza- 
tion.

License Tutoring Reviewed 


A few weeks ago a QCWA member wrote us with respect to an 
advertisement which seemed to indicate that FCC amateur licenses 
could be obtained over a week-end and, which seemed to guarantee 
that one would receive a license or get his/her money back. 


On first reading your editor tended to agree that the ad could give 
the impression that licenses were for sale. The guarantee spawned 
the thought that examinations might be keyed to insure that a 
passing grade was received. 


[am pleased to report that the impressions received were incorrect. 
We have received information regarding the so-called week-end 
licensing matter. Gordon West, WB6NOA, who operates his Radio 
School, has provided us with full details of his school. The advertise- 
ment, while true, did not explain many of the details of the licensing 
procedure. The program does culminate ina full week-end of work, 
but that is only a small part of the story. Each person undertaking to 
pass the amateur license examination is provided with copious 
study materials, Morse code tapes, and soon, several weeks before 
the special week-end. This home pre-study material requires many 
hours of workand study before the magic week-end cancomeabout. 
If he has done his homework the prospective amateur is well 
acquainted with the Morse code, and has familiarity with theory and 
rules governing amateur radio operation long before the magic 
week-end arrives. The high passing rate of those taking the week- 
end route to licensing is due to the pre-study with further assurance 
of success gained bya pre-examination given each student before the 
week-end class begins. Those not prepared by their pre-study work 
are rescheduled for the next class a month or more into the future. 


And finally, all examinations are given by accredited VE examiners 
through the W5YI or other local volunteer examiners, Every effort 
is made to include examiners from various VE systems to assure all 
that the applicant is indeed able to pass the required examinations 
with a passing grade on his/her own merit. 


Your editor has reviewed the study material and the guarantees 
provided and it is his opinion that the services rendered by the 
Gordon West Radio School do provide a rapid training route to 
obtaining an amateur radio in strict accordance with FCC rules.

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IN EXPLANATION! 


With the recent publication of the QC WA 
membership directory, a number of errors have 
been reported. Most reports have been made 
in a helpful tone. We believe it necessary to 
provide an explanation of procedures used in 
producing certain lists of data. Particularly is 
this so when dealing with Silent Key members. 
The problems are plentiful and the traps into 
which one can fall are liberally supplied. Please 
read the following explanation of what we do, 
and why. If you have suggestions or further 
questions, please drop a line to us at HQ.\ 


LISTING OF QCWA SILENT KEY MEMBERS 


With publication of the 1989 QOWA Member- 
ship Directory and including therein a listing of 
all known QCWA Silent Key members, a 
number of errors in the listings have been 
reported. Most errors consist of listing a 
member in the Silent Key grouping when he is 
indeed very much alive and well. Of those so 
listed who have contacted us only one has 
expressed a marked degree of anger. 


QCWA record keeping is handled in four 
computer files, all operating in an IBM computer 
using dBase Ill+ software. One file titted MALL 
lists all members of QCWA from No. 1 to 
current - approximately 24,000 records; Another 
titled QCWA lists all active members - approxi- 
mately 10,700 records; Another titled DELIN 
lists delinquent members or those to whom mail 
cannot be sent - approximately 2000 records; 
and, Another titled QC WASK which will 
eventually list all reported Silent Key Members - 
approximately 5,200 records. 


Since December, 1947, QCWA has issued 
nearly 24,000 memberships. At present we 
have 10,700 active members and nearly 5,200 
known silent key members. This leaves us with 
vary nearly 8,100 QCWA members unac- 
counted for. Many of these became members 
and then after a year or two, for one reason or 
another became inactive. Many of these 
unaccounted-for members joined in the early 
1950 - 1970 period and it is very likely that a 
significant percentage have become Silent 
Keys. Many did not belong to a Chapter and 
Headquarters was not notified of their passing. 
Headquarters has, for the past 6 or 8 years, 
been working, with the help of W6IL, W4TG and 
WOIKT, to identify the status of all of our 24,000 
enrollees. This work has taken the form of 
studying all published records of amateur Silent 
Keys published in QST and in the files of 10-10, 
etc. From these studies we obtain names and 
calls of amateurs who have passed on, and 


attempt to match them with QCWA records 
and thereby identify QCWA members who 
have passed on and not been so identified in 
QCWA records. This is slow tedious work! 


It has been suggested that QCWA not publish 
the name of a Silent Key unless we have 
received confirmation of death from a family 
member. This procedure works fairly well, 
although slowly, for contemporary deaths but 
has proven to be of no value in our work. For 
instance, a member living in Massachusetts, 
who joined in 1952, and then became inactive 
in 1955 still remains in our records with the call 
and address he had in 1952, 38 years ago, 
long before zip-codes had been conceived. 
And in our studies, we may find his name in 
the QST Silent Key list for 1981. The call 
doesn't match, and it appears he died in 
Florida. We have found that writing to an 
address 38 years old to confirm death is a 
futile activity. Since he passed away in 1981, 
9 years ago, his name has long-since been 
dropped from the callbooks, so there is no 
practical way to get a current address of 
relatives to whom we might write for confirma- 
tion, Another very typical example: A member 
joined in 1960, became inactive in 1963. He 
had a W2??? call in 1960. His call appears in 
the 1978 callbook but not in any callbook 
thereafter. Now, we find W6??? listed in the 
July, 1986 QST Silent Key list with the same 
name. Are they the same persons? We have 
more than 3000 such cases which will require 
dacisions as our work progresses. At present 
we attempt to match names, checking 
callbooks, etc., and then when reasonably 
satisfied, we plunge and state that W177? 
(Last known call was a K4???) is a silent key. 
In a few cases out of the many hundreds 
processed so far, we have been caught off 
base - the few cases are an embarrassment 
and are the price we must pay. 


It is important for any organization to maintain 
complete and accurate records. We are 
working with and updating records that run 
back 43 years. One can, at best, describe 
QCWA records as “fragmented”. Through the 
years those who have kept QCWA records 
have done a fine job but, in those 43 years 
records have been lost and in the very early 
days, records appear to have been destroyed 
- long before anyone could conceive that 
QCWA would become a World Class Organi- 
zation. And then, we have stupid human 
errors to contend with. We are trying to get 
QCWA records in as good condition as 
possible and then keep them that way. 


From this description you can see that we are - 


working toward utopia. We want to have four 
QCWA databases. (1) Active members; (2) 
Inactive members; (3) Silent Key members 
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and (4) an all-inclusive listing of members. The 
total of all entries in the first three filas should 
be equal to the total membership numbers 
listed in the fourth file. Obviously we may 
never reach that state. We feel that if the work 
is not pressed forward at this time, using our 
more than 14 years of familiarity with the old 
records we have, that it will certainly become 
essentially impossible for others to accomplish 
in future years, 


We recognize that From time to time we will 
make inaccurate judgments, i.e., similarity of 
names, of addresses, or other information, may 
cause us to make errors. For these boneheads 
we humbly apologize. Then, there is the 
always-present pixie who will, from time to time 
lead us down the primrose path to a stupid 
error, such as, listing a contemporary member 
as a Silent Key. We understand your dismay 
when it happens - let me say clearly that no 
matter how bad you who are incorrectly listed 
feel, we feel worse about it. It doesn't happen 
too many times but, once is too often and 
enough to keep us aware of the need for care. 


Well, if it's so tough to do, why do we bother? 
The work has a much greater significance than 
just the desire to juggle data, or fill a computer 
file. An accurate listing of the status of every 
member is an obligation of QCWA as a tax- 
exempt organization but, to us, the greatest 
importance is the need to identify and honor alll 
Silent Key members - those who through the 
years have brought QCWA to its present 
stature. The QOWA Memorial Scholarship 
Fund was established for the express purpose 
of honoring the memory of our Silent Key 
Members. If we do not identify them we will be 
denying them the recognition they deserve for 
their contributions to QCWA through the years. 


We hope that you agree that the need for 
getting QCWA records in good condition is 
such that we must go forward. That need 
doesn't excuse errors, but considering the 
difficulties existing, it does explain how they 
can happen. We'll try to do better!

When reporting a Silent Key, please, if possible, 
send the Name, Call, Membership Number of the 
deceased member, Include the Month, day and 
year of death, include a copy of a published 
obituary or other document which will be attached 
fo the members permanent records in QOWA 


filles. If available, it is well to include the birthdate - 
of the decesased as well. 


This seems like quite a lot of information but, 


~ when we have it we can be certain of the facts, 


and reduce publishing errors in the QCWA

Tunnel vision is psychological syndrome experienced by young 
and old. Symptoms are blocking out all interests except his own 
personal desires. It is not an uncommon ailment and affects private 
lives, business activities and ham radio. 


More and more] find that ham radio operators seem to be afflicted 
with this malady. Many CW operators insist that CW is the only way 
to go. Many single-sideband operators are for SSB or nothing. A 
very vocal group are digital and packet proponents . . . all other 
modes should be limited, or abolished, to make way for the new 
world of communications, the computer world. 


These are common examples of tunnel vision. All modes of 
communication have value! None is perfect. Digital, single-side- 
band and CW are limited by propagation, equipment capability and 
operator ability.

It leads to 
confrontation and weakening of ham radio’s image, worldwide.

It must reflect memberships 
attitude. That attitude must be a part of OCWA meetings, nets and 
publications, visible to young and old alike. QCWA respects all 
modes of communication not fostering any one of them. Broad 
Horizons is the name of the game!

I could not believe that such an intriguing saga could have January 12, 1990. 


existed for 35 years without a single mention in any previous ham 
literature. So, I checked into it. First I contacted Sumner B. 
Young, WOCO, who was President of the Harvard Wireless Club 
in the period Dr. Hyman covers. Ted Young told me he never 
heard of the incident, never heard of any of the three names, and 
didn’t believe a word of it. Then, I went word for word, through 
all the recorded testimony during the 1908 - 1912 period before 
the subcommittee of the Senate Commerce Committee which 
handled the wireless bills; we had a complete file at League 
Headquarters. There was not one mention of Dr. Hyman or his 
two pals.

chusetts, asked him to come to Washington in 1911 to testify. 
The problem here is that Walsh was not a Senator until about 
1922! So Dr. Hyman’s years later fabrication led him pretty far 
from the facts. 


It goes without saying you will not find the story in the Congres- 
sional Record, as Hyman claims. 


Now, there was an incident similar to the Hyman story, but it 
didn’t involve Hyman. A young amateur from the New York 
area, I believe named W. E. D Stokes, Jr., and who was, I believe a 
member of the Radio Club of America, did testify before the 
committee in 1911. He (among others) described the plight of 
young amateurs against the greedy commercials, and there 
indeed were stories in newspapers — but they were about Stokes, 
not Hyman. I’m sure that David Talley knows all about this, and 
I believe Stu Meyer has the true Stokes story in the historical 
QCWA volume being compiled. As I recall, Stokes made no 
claim of originating the term “HAM”.

AN ANSWER TO THE QUESTION - 


"WHAT'S IN IT FOR ME". 


In recent months we have been pontificating about the joys and ills of the 
Amateur Radio Service. | suspect you are getting a bit tired of it, and to tell you 
the truth, soam |. Therefore, | am writing this issue of the journal about some of 
the happy times of ham radio and QCWA particularly. This is about people who 
| Know, or have known as a direct result of QCWA. Without QCWA the joy of 
association would never have occurred. | am sure that you have had similar 
experiences. Write to me about them! 


About 1968 | became acquainted with Gus Gironda, W2JE, who for years 
carried a heavy load for QCWA. Gus was and is one of the most dedicated 
persons | have ever known. He is 86 now, and his health leaves a lot to be 
desired but, he still Keeps close tabs on everything that goes on and isn't at all 
backward about letting you know when you've strayed from the line. The first 
time we got together personally was in 1972, at SAROC, we had a fine time - that 
was the meeting we signed up Wayne Green, W2NSD. 

Coming into QCWA in the 60's meant that you-were inevitably going to be 
associated with New York hams; We were blessed by that happening. About 
1971-72, we attended the QCWA Convention at Tarrytown. We were invited to 
the home of Nat Pfeffer, W2AIM where we were made to feel like royalty. Later, 
David Talley, W2PF came by Nat's home and took us by car to Tarrytown. | shall 
never forget the cordial welcome extended by the entire gang in this, my first trip 
into the New York QOWA Community. Everyone | met seemed bent on making 
certain that you knew you were welcome. QCWA was, at that time, fairly well 
controlled by George Bailey, W2KH, and he would not yield on the policy to admit 
anyone except Board members into the official Directors meeting. | had the 
pleasure of meeting George at that time, and when | questioned him about the 


policy, he said ‘I think it the best policy.’ 


For several years | had been active in QCWA locally, becoming acquainted 
with Bert Gunn, WS5SFU who conducted on-the-air meetings in the region for 
many years, Through him and QC WA we had the opportunity to become a friend 
of Hal Sears, K5JLQ (later, WSNC). We met and became friends with Roy 
Albright, WSEYB and Hazel, Monte, NSEN ... These and many others have 
become life-time friends. 


In 1972 while attending SAROC, we had the opportunity to meet and work with 
Bert Ayers, W6CL, Erv Rasmussen, W6YPM, Romeo Bilodeau, K6PM, Ray 
Meyers, W6MLZ and Marge, Gus Gironda, W2JE, Leo Meyerson, WOGFQ and 
the one and only, Ralph Cabanillas, Jr., W6IL- We had a wonderful time. Bert, 
WECL had brought a spark transmitter that worked, and Ralph had, | believe, 
gotten a license from the FCC to use it as a demonstration. We did, and it was 
a sensation! When the meeting ended we had to take down the QCWA and 
OOTC booths - this meantcarrying everything to the cars. Well, it turned out that 
Romeo had agreed to take the spark transmitter to its owner and it fell to Ralph 
and | to carry the transmitter to the car. Zounds! Romeo couldn't find the car. 
We carried that damn transmitter 6 miles before he finally homed in. I'm sure that 
was what started Ralph and my back trouble! it was at this SAROC meeting that 
| first met our QCWA President, Harry Dannals, W2HD at that time he was 
President of ARRL. 


in 1973 or 74, | attended a QCWA Convention at Washington, DC that was 
chaired by Barry Goldwater. Gus Gironda had, by himself, travelled to Wash- 
ington, made all arrangements and handled every detail of the convention which 
went like a dream. This was the first QCWA convention that visitors were 
welcomed into QCWA Board meetings, not to participate, but to witness the 
activities. We were tickled to death to meet personally and visit with Ray 
Meyers, W6MLZ, then president of OOTC, who very kindly played the piano for 
entertainment at the Convention. At this meeting we were given the pleasure of 
meeting and visiting with Don McClenon, W3IN (now N4IN), who, in those years 
was making a habitofscoring high in QOWA QSO Parties. We had the pleasure 
of meeting and becoming a friend of Art Miligan, W8KW. 


It was In this time frame that | was doing field engineering for WBEN, Buffalo, 
in the Paterson, NJ region (WPAT), and spent a good deal of time in and around 
the Paterson region. | had the pleasure of visiting with Ralph Hasslinger, 
W2CVF, at his home. He and his wife Rita made this farm boy weicome and 
Ralph has, over the years, provided much information on the early days of 
QCWA. | had the privilege of visiting Ralph twice. The later time was about 1979. 
With typical dumb-head action, | drove up to his house, got out and locked the 
keys in the rentcar. Well, this was no problem to Ralph who was able to provide 
an arsenal of burglary tools, crowbars, etc., and we sure got that door open! 
During the 1976 period, while working at WPAT, | located the home of Paul 
Godley, 2ZE, who was the amateur sent to Great Britain by the ARRLin the 1921 
tests to see if hams could get across the pond. Paul welcomed us into his home, 
and we had a wonderful couple of hours visit. He was, at that time still a good 
Morse man, and had a sounder and key on a live line that permitted him and a 
number of his friends the ability to use wire-line Morse to communicate. This was 
a wonderful adventure and one ! treasure. Paul was an honorary QCWA 
member. 


About 1975-76 we were more and more actively engaged in QCWA affairs and 
had the privilege of meeting Frank Frimerman, W2FZ. He was, | believe, a 
founder of the Bronx Radio Club and a great friend of Nat Pfeffer. Since | was, 
for practical purposes, a newcomer, | was interested in knowing something 
about our New York QCWA members. Having been in Nat Pfeffers home a 
coupie of years before, | had been impressed that Nat owned a quite large New 
York building. While W2FZ, W2AIM and | were enjoying a meal, | stupidly asked 
Nat “what was your life work that brought you the obvious success you enjoy”. 
Well, before Nat could answer, Frank, with a smile broke in to say - ‘Nat is an 
attorney but, he got his wealth from fatha". They were such good friends, and 
such gentlemen that they did not take offense at my question. | counted them 
both good friends until their deaths. 


In 1976, | had been working with Gus Gironda in preparation of the QCWA 
NEWS for 6 years or so, and had been made Assistant Editor. The QCWA 
Convention was held at Houston, Texas. Ethel Smith, K4LMB, General Man- 
ager of QCWA had been forced to give almost all of her time to caring for her 
mother and husband, and so had to give up the work she had been doing for 
QCWA. Through the efforts of Harry Gartsman, W6ATC and Hal Sears, WSNC, 
the Board approached me to take over the management of QCWA. This 
arrangement was formalized at Houston. | had the privilege of meeting and 
working with Ethel Smith, K4LMB, Bob David, W4YK, Clarence Seid, W2KW, 
Frank Gunther, W2ALS, Art Miligan, W8KW and others. 


In 1977 the QCWA Convention was held in Seattle. | had been working in 
Portland (KEX) and prevailed upon Gene Autry’s Engineering Director to drive 
me to Seattle for the Convention. This was a good meeting. President Frank 
Gunther, W2ALS turned the reins over to President Harry Gartsman, W6ATC 
but not before the two of them put together the QCWA Memorial Scholarship 
Fund. The Board accepted the plan and Leo Meyerson was named the first 
Chairman of the Scholarship Program. 1978 saw the National Convention at 
San Diego. Itwas a great meeting with VESBR, W8KW, K4LMB, W2KW, W5NC, 
W2JE, WOGFQ and W6ATC attending to QCWA business. Here we met Milt, 
WSF, who conducted the QC WA on the air meeting for so many years. In 1979 
the QCWA annual Convention was held in Chicago. There we had the privilege 
of meeting Matty, W9ZN, Philip Haller, WSHPG, Mac McRae, WSRC, Lee 
Knirko, W9MOL, George Apfel Apfel, W2GHV, Lew McCoy, W1ICP and many 
others, This was a highlight meeting and a great QCWA Convention that | shall 
never forget. 


In 1980 we met at Orlando, Florida. The Board had a new member, Leland 
Smith, W5KL who was destined to spend many hours of the next 9 years working 
for QCWA. A number of minor changes to the By-Laws were adopted at 
Orlando. In 1981 we visited Cleveland for the annual Convention. Stuart Meyer, 
W2GHK, had been elected President. Stuart is one of those who can success- 
fully carry out six projects at a time. He did a great deal to initiate the existing 
QCWA governing structure. The QCWA Convention was in Cleveland and we 
had the pleasure of meeting a number of the gang there. Bill Halligan, WSAC, 
Max De Hensaler, HBSRS, Gerd Jacoby, DL3ME, Lew Sieck, K4NE, Ero 
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Erickson, KASDYS and many others made that convention a landmark. In 1982 
we met at Nashville, Tennessee for our national convention. Max Amold, 
W4WHN, Ron Hesler, VE1SH, Wade Holland W4AZT were new members of 
the QCWA governing body. QCWA adopted a revised dues structure at that 
meeting. 1983 brought us to Denver for one of the best - the Colorado Chapter 
gang went all out, Sol Abramowitz, WOWSK, and his crew were great.

Itwas at this meeting 
that Wade Holland, W4AZT presented a new Chapter Manual for distribution. 
The QCWA Hall of Fame Award was presented to Don Wallace, W6AM. It was 
a fine meeting enjoyed by all. 


In 1985 we met at Winston-Salem, NC. The Board took a great number of 
actions and the meeting was considered a success by all hands. The QOWA 
Memorial Scholarship Fund topped out at $50,000. The year brought sad news 
too. Our good friend, Beth Taylor, W7NJS, passed away, a victim of cancer. 
And far to the east, Ed Raser, W2Z!, areal pioneer, and active QCWA member 
died. Ed along with George Sterling were two QCWA members positively 
identified as licensed in the year 1912. QCWA had issued the Roll of Honor 
award to Bud Waite, W2ZK and his daughter, Patricia Waite Malone came to the 
meeting to receive the Award. QCWA Journal readers were being introduced 
to the work of Joe Ash, WSODYV in the form of professionally done cartoons, 
1986 brough us to St Petersburg. John Kelleher, W4ZC, Fred Hammond, 
VESHC and Larry Evans, W2BBK were new faces at the Board meeting, The 
QCWA logo had been re-designed and after seeing the proposed changes, the 
Board decided to stay with the original logo prepared by Otto Eppers, W2EA. An 
artist was employed to clean the original logo and sharpen it for publication. 
QCWA announced that member number 20,000 had been assigned. Family 
membership matters were clarified and for the first time, QCWA ballots were 
printed to require no return postage. San Diego Chapter hosted the 1987 
Convention, 9 years after their previous efforts. As usual, itwas agreat meeting. 
At this meeting the QCWA News was officially renamed the QCWA Journal. A 
complete list of known QCWA Silent Key members was published and Director 
El Charlton, WSMD attended the Board meeting for the first time. This was the 
40th anniversary of the founding of QCWA and a historical booklet to be 
produced by W2GHK was discussed, 1988 saw us at McLean, VA under 
auspices of Vic Clark Chapter. A great convention was enjoyed with superlative 
facilities. The meeting featured presentation of Awards to four Charter mem- 
bers of QCWA, David Talley, W2PF (4), Ralph Hasslinger, W2CVF (23), Frank 
Lester, W4AMJ (13) and Clarence Seid, W2KW (31). QCWA provided a way 
for members to conveniently pay dues, etc., through the use of VISA, MC, 
AMERICAN EXPRESS AND DISCOVER cards. In 1989, the National Conven- 
tion met at Baton Rouge, LA, under auspices of Baton Rouge Chapter 109. As 
with all others, unending work brought an outstanding convention. QCWA has 
been offering a cassette tape version of the QCWA Journal. Blanche Randles, 
W4GXZ has handled that program. It was at this convention that QCWA 
undertook to accept responsibility for stating its policy with respect to FCC 
regulations impacting the Amateur Radio Service. This has beena touchy area. 
It appears to this writer that QCWA has finally come of age. 


This, as written has almost become a brief history of the past 20 years of 
QCWA activities. It is certainly that as it applies to this writer. | apologize for its 
length but as | got into it more and more | was able to see just “what's been in 
itfor me". QCWA has provided me with a gateway to generating acquaintances, 
friendships and associations with people cutting across the entire gamut of life 
styles of the nation. All have been amateur radio operators but, all have likewise 
been engineers, artists, housewives, young people, pioneers, inventors, scien- 
tists, many enjoying world-wide recognition. My life has been immeasurably 
enriched by experiences gained through QCWA.. These adventures and 
experiences await anyone. ‘What's in it for me?" - Everything!

The Story 
of One Young Mans Entry to the World of Engineering 
Through the Amateur Radio Gateway! 


This story is about a very well known QCWA Member, one who participated not only in the first meeting 
of amateurs on December 5, 1947, but even before. Irving R. Groves, K4HT, a young man in New York, 
began his amateur operation in 1915 with a Ford spark coil and a crystal detector - just as many of us did 
in those wonderful years when we were young. DX attained was a contact with another ham over a 
distance of 2 blocks. He soon graduated to a 2" Manhattan spark coil, using a fixed gap and Leyden jar. 
He was just getting going good, with 10 miles DX, when WW-I came along shutting down everything. 


Early in October, 1919, with the war ended, the Custom House opened for amateur license exams and 
Irv wason hand - passed and about a month later received his call 2DX. The next step has not been clearly 
documented but, in 1920 John DiBlasi, who owned Continental Electric in NYC, sold Irv a 1 kW 
Thordarson and a Benwood rotary gap. The Oscillation transformer and capacitor were home made. His 
antenna consisted of an 8-wire flat-top on 20' spreaders, about 60 feet above ground. 


In 1923 Irv applied for and received his Commercial License and went to sea, searing on the following 
ships: Aquidiban (KFOS); Nortland; Mount Clay; S/S Reliance RXL, a 25,000 ton passenger liner on the 
Atlantic run - it used a5 kW quenched gap transmitter on 2300 meters. Said to be the last liner to operate 
on spark, 


When home, Irv operated regular hamdom, lots of CW from 1926 to 1952, using about 500 watts of 
power. It was during this time (1947) that Irv participated in the 5-way conversation on 10 meters with 
W2EF, W2UD, W2FDand W2FX - the QSO where QCWA was first conceived, From 11:43 PM to 1:20 AM, 
Irv and the others discussed the need for an Old-Timers organization which required one to have been 
a licensed ham in 1922 - pioneers for 
certain. A copy of the original logged 
data for the QSO was furnished to 
QCWA. 


Shortly after formation of QCWA, in 
1952, Irv, who was employed by RCA 
International, was assigned as a Senior 
Engineer to rehabilitate the 100 kW 
Nippon Electric broadcast station on 
Taiwan which had been destroyed by 
the U.S. Navy during WW-II. Following 
that stint, Irv became a member of the 
CIA and stayed on Taiwan to teach the 
Chinese proper operation and mainte- 
nance of the equipment. Later, he was 
dispatched to Adana, Turkey, as CIA 
Engineer in Charge of installing a 
Westinghouse 100 kW Broadcast trans- 
mitter at Mersin, on the Mediterranean coast. After 2 years the project was scrapped due to local 
problems. From there, Irv went to Tehran, Iran, as Project Manager TV Associates contract to prepare a 
Radar Air Profile for a proposed microwave link between Ankara, Tehran and Karachi. During his stay 
in Iran, he was able to operate amateur radio with a self-assigned call (EP2TA) for about 2 months until 
the U. S. Ambassador suggested he quit so as to eliminate embarrassment to the Shah. 


Irv, as a young man went into amateur radio and advanced to have an impact on International commu- 
nications. Nearly all of the giants in communications during the past 50 years did just that same thing in 
just the same way - through the amateur radio gateway - starting as a “Ham!. 


Early this year, 1990, Irv, who has moved to Bend, Oregon, was presented with QCWA’s John DiBlasi

The Quarter Century Wireless Association, Inc., (QCWA) is an organization of licensed amateur wireless operators all of whom 
were first licensed 25 or more years ago. The organization was founded in 1947 with eligibility requirements that one must have 
been licensed in the year 1922 or earlier, at which time essentially all wireless communication was by means of the International 
Morse Code. QCWA has an active current membership of nearly 11,000 licensed amateurs. All pioneer QCOWA members and 
many more recent members entered the Amateur Radio Service using Morse code transmissions and many have used the Morse 
code extensively throughout their lives. As years passed and technology advanced, many other methods of communicating by 
wireless transmission have been developed - such as transmission of voice using amplitude and/or frequency modulation meth- 
ods, pulse and digital modes, frequency-shift and image transmission, etc. 


Quarter Century Wireless Association members have participated in the development and use of all types of electronic communica- 
tion systems. Our members have made basic and advanced electronic contributions to science and engineering in such fields as 
astronomy, geophysics, broadcasting, computer sciences and other forms of communications including satellite and moon bounce, 
The Amateur Radio Service has always been the doorway for those desiring to enter the fields of science, engineering, electronic 
manufacturing and communications. It is the belief of QCWA that the Amateur Radio Service must continue to be one of the prime 
vehicles for introducing young and old alike into these important fields, thus ensuring the United States of America’s technical and 
economic influence in the world. 


QCWA is well aware that Amateur Radio Service licensing trends show that a diminishing number of new licensees are being 
enrolled into the service annually. We firmly believe that the public welfare requires that every effort be made to reverse this trend. 
In recent years a number of stop-gap measures have been instituted, none of which have produced a real or lasting solution to the 
problem. More recently, concerned groups have concluded that a major road-block to growth in the Amateur Radio Service Is the 
blanket requirement to demonstrate a degree of proficiency in use of the Morse code. The conclusion is based on the observation 
that many contemporary Americans have neither the time nor the inclination to become even marginally proficient in a communica- 
tion technique which they perceive to be archaic. 


Many QCWA members have a lifetime history of operating with, and a sentimental attachment to, use of the Morse code. itis 
understandable that some may not be overly enthusiastic in endorsing changes in licensing procedures which would delete the 
requirement to demonstrate a degree of proficiency in this traditional mode of communication. Nevertheless, after consideration of 
the facts associated with licensing trends, we have concluded that the blanket code proficiency requirement may be a major cause 
of decline in the entry of many people into the Amateur Radio Service. Given this conclusion and in recognition of our responsibility 
to the Public Interest, we are agreed that a blanket Morse code requirement for entry into the Amateur Radio Service can no longer 
be justified. We have further concluded that the public interest will best be served by modification of Part 97, of the Rules of the 
Federal Communications Commission, to provide for a “No Code" licensing procedure as an alternate for entry into the Amateur 
Radio Service. 


DISCUSSION 


QCWA has considered several possible plans for implementation of an entry level Amateur Radio Service license acceptable to its 
members and the Amateur Radio Service which would not require knowledge of the Morse code and that could be implemented 
quickly and require no significant modifications to the Commission's computer-aided processing system. We believe that the basic 
requirements can be met with only one major change in current procedures being necessary to implement a viable “No Code” entry 
program. That is, remove the Morse code requirement in the present Technician class license and modify its privileges to restrict 
operation to assigned frequencies above 30 MHz to comply with International agreements. Assignment of identifying calls could be 
taken from a newly-designated section of Group D calls, thereby providing a “codeless” Technician licensee with an identifier 
different from those assigned to Technician Class licensees under existing licensing rules. We believe that this change would fulfill 
the Commission's requirements as set forth in PR 90-55, with a minimum of changes and/or modifications to current licensing 
procedures, 


Further, it is recommended that the difficulty of the examination for the “codeless” Technician Class remain the same as that pres- 
ently used to examine this class of license applicant. “Codeless” technicians should be authorized to utilize all authorized frequen- 
cies above 30 MHz in the same manner and to the same extent as present Technicians; therefore, no additional technical or 
operating knowledge is required and special questions are not needed. Those “codeless” licensees who would participate in Morse 
code operations above 30 MHz would, on their own, have to develop sufficient proficiency to carry on satisfactory communications. 
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If they then desired to operate on frequencies below 30 MHz they would be required to pass appropriate Morse Code examinations to 
prove proficiency and demonstrate knowledge of the privileges and responsibilities for operation in the HF spectrum. 


The Commission's proposal would limit operating privileges for a new codeless licensee to frequencies at 1-1/4 meters and above. 
QCWA considers that limiting operation to this frequency range would place the “codeless” licensee out of the mainstream of Amateur 
Radio Service operations. Present Technician class licensees enjoy all VHF and UHF privileges and have contributed immeasurably 
to the growth of existing repeater systems, packet systems and satellite communications. QOWA considers it illogical to deny the 
same privileges to the new "Codeless” licensee. We recommend full VHF/UHF privileges to the "codeless” licensees. It is our belief 
that the public interest will be served by encouraging these new entrants to the Amateur Radio Service by providing attractive 
incentives. Many will have the expertise and knowledge to make significant contributions to the communications art. To deny 
important VHF operating privileges to new "codeless” class licensees would seem to clearly state that these persons do not belong 
with us and must pass a Morse code examination to become one of the “Select”. QOWA wiews this as contrary to the goals the 
Commission desires to attain by establishing a “no-code” license classification. 


Some may object to granting of full privileges above 30 MHz to the “codeless” entry grade licensee feeling that their numbers might 
severely overcrowd existing two-meter repeater systems. This reasoning is specious since it seems to imply that if new entries to the 
Amateur Service were adept at using Morse code such crowding would not exist. QCWA cannot accept this thesis. It is submitted 
that a majority of our repeaters could easily accommodate additional activity. Further, if severe crowding does develop, we believe 
that the new entry level licensees will have the expertise to develop additional repeater systems in other parts of the spectrum such 
as six meters, where the repeater sub-band was recently increased. 


The Commission’s proposal proposes that no new Novice Class licenses be issued. QCWA strongly urges that the Novice Class 
license, probably the most successful license in the history of the Amateur Radio Service, be continued. Retaining the Novice Class 
license would provide two options for entry into the Amateur Radio Service ..a route for the person who finds little difficulty with a 
Morse code requirement but lacks the extensive skills and technical knowledge required by the Technician Class examination 


and a route for the person who views the Morse code as an unreasonable barrier but who has the necessary technical skills and 
knowledge to qualify for the newly proposed “codeless’” class license. 


QCWA has made studies to determine the impact of the Novice license on past growth of the Amateur Radio Service. QCWA mem- 
bership records provide means to evaluate this impact. Novice and Technician grade licenses were made available on July 1, 1951. 
QCWA membership records are unique in that they provide information on membership licensing for each member at the time of his 
or her entry into the Amateur Radio Service. QCWA eligibility requirements specify licensing at least 25 years before membership 
applications may be approved. Accordingly, the first Novice grade licensees became eligible for QCWA membership in the year 1976 
(1951 + 25). Our membership records indicate that in the 13 years and 10 months since July, 1976 to June, 1990, a total of 12,530 
applicants were admitted to membership in QOWA. Further, of this group a total of 6,271 were licensed after the 1951 date which 
established the Novice grade license. Of the 6,271 QOWA members licensed in that period, our records confirm that 3,506 current 
members of QCWA entered the Amateur Radio Service by way of the Novice license route. In view of these statistics, QCWA is 
convinced that the Novice license should be continued as an entry level route encouraging young and old alike, who are so inclined, 
to obtain their license in the traditional manner which has always required a minimal knowledge of Morse code. Entry to the Amateur 
Radio Service as a Novice has permitted limited use of traditional HF bands where newly licensed amateurs may communicate with 
their peers who have many years of experience. We believe that this interplay between Novice and higher class licensees has 
proven to be of great value. 


While QCWA actively supports retention of the Novice class license with all present requirements and privileges, we believe it is 
time to change the name “Novice” to something that more closely identifies an amateur who has had an entry grade license for ten 
years and who can renew that license for yet another ten years. The term “Novice”, which is synonymous with “beginner’, is not truly 
descriptive, We would suggest the term “Communicator Class” as being appropriate. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


The Quarter Century Wireless Association, in consideration of the urgent need to 
bring many new persons into the scientific and engineering fields, because of the projected explosive, worldwide development in elec- 
tronic communications and, in consideration of the significant role the Amateur Radio Service has traditionally provided as an entry to 
both technical and operational areas of electronics, physics, chemistry, engineering and entrepreneurship, respectfully proposes 
modification of Part 97 of the Rules of the Federal Communications Commission to authorize an entry-class, no-code, Amateur Radio 
Service license. It is proposed that optional classes of entry-grade Amateur Radio Service licenses be adopted as follows:. 
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Option 1. The Technician Class license would be retained with all present requirements and privileges retained except: 
a. The Morse code requirement would be eliminated 
b. No privileges would be authorized below 30 MHz. 
c. Special Group D call-signs would be assigned to all qualifying for the Technician class license issued without a 
Morse code requirement 
Option 2. The Novice class license would be retained with all present requirements and privileges retained except: 
a. The name Novice class would be changed to Communicator class. 


We believe that the minimal changes to existing procedures proposed herein may result in increased numbers of young and old 
alike entering the Amateur Radio Service and many who have found existing licensing procedures requiring knowledge of the Morse 
code burdensome will be attracted to the Amateur Radio Service. The modifications proposed are compatible with Commission re- 
quirements regarding ease of implementation and with minimal changes required to modify the Commission's existing computer 
aided licensing procedures. The modifications suggested provide attractive incentives for new "No Code” licensees to the Amateur 
Radio Service and at the same time an entry license compatible with the traditions of the Amateur Radio Service is maintained. We 
believe that bringing licensing requirements In line with contemporary perceptions is in keeping with the requirement that the 
Amateur Radio Service operate in the public interest and will result in increased numbers of persons, young and old alike, entering 
the Amateur Radio Service. This proposed “codeless” entry license will provide a gateway to becoming a part in the development of 
new scientific technologies and operating procedures which will be critical to the United States and the World in the 21st Century.

Now that you have read the document prepared by QCWA and filed in FCC Docket PR 90-55, you may have some 
thoughts or comments you'd like to express. This is understandable and your thoughts and comments will be and are 
welcome. Let me, as editor of the Journal have just a word before you write. I was privileged to sit in on and hear the 
thoughts and discussion in the Board meeting at which it was finally agreed that QCWA was to file comments in the 
proposed No-Code action in D 90-55. The Board did indeed sweat, blood and tears were observable. Their decision 
which was unanimous was not reached without some table pounding but, as your elected representatives they did 
accept the responsibility you have given them and did reach a decision which they believe, on the basis of evidence 
available, to be one needed if the Amateur Radio Service is to survive. 


The Board of Directors, no less than you or I, have human feelings - many have used CW their entire lives - they 
feel a very strong affinity for CW but, they were convinced that the service must adapt to existing contemporary 
values and perceptions. The basic premise is that the Amateaur Service may well fade away unless young people in 
good numbers can be attracted to the service. The young of today do not see the Morse code as either romantic or 
desirable. They relate it to a horseback rider on the track at Indianapolis. Expecting millions of young to change 
because we want them to is not realistic, instead, amateur radio must adapt to the environment in which it exists, or be 
lost. A very old saying has it that many of us do not wish to face the truth - instead, we will fight tooth and toenail to 
make true that which we hold dear.

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SOME THOUGHT S ON THE AMATEUR SERVICE

For some time I have been pondering on the amateur service. Basically, lam concerned with justifying our use of 
scarce resources, i.e., frequencies. Part 97 says we are allocated these resources for the following reasons: (1) 
development of a pool of skilled technicians and operators in the national interest, (2) Emergency and disaster 
communications, and (3) as a sort of spin-off, improvement in international good will. 


But the times are changing. I remember very vividly teaching radio maintenance right after Pearl Harbor when the 
Air Force needed thousands of technicians to be sent to Africa and the Pacific. It was indeed a blessing to get a few 
hams, particularly when we needed people for such a sophisticated (then) item as radar. I agree that the need for 
field maintenance is limited. Replacement is a lot easier. I also doubt that it is practical to train the average soldier 
to do much maintenance. Iam reminded of my own ham equipment - I certainly would not be ready to dive into 
my transceiver. Better I send it back to Yaesu. I may be reading the situation wrong, but I think 90% of new hams 
haven't the foggiest idea of what is inside that black box. So much for the supply side. On the demand side I must 

that there is not a need for an army of technicians with limited skills. Industry and the services do need a few 
highly skilled technicians and engineers. Whether amateur radio can serve as a motivator and elementary training 
ground is indeed a question given the changes in demographics, economics, and politics. With regard to 
demographics, the average ham age is 50 plus, and these are not the people going into the services industry. 


With regard to communications, it is becoming increasingly complex and automatic. Communication generally is 
no more difficult than picking up a telephone, no matter how sophisticated the channels. In spite of our self 
congratulation, I doubt very much that ham participation in disaster is all that significant. 


Somehow we must use ham radio to stir the imagination of the very young and introduce them to the beauty 
and order of science and engineering 


What then? I agree with the need of interesting more young people in science and engineering. We are indeed in 
trouble when over half the graduate degrees issued in this country go to foreigners. Somehow we must use ham 
radio to stir the imagination of the very young and introduce them to the beauty and order of science and 
engineering. We are certainly not doing it now, with an overall decrease in licenses. I don’t know the answer - or 
even the proper questions - but I don’t think it lies in juggling license classes. Unless we find some answers, I doubt 
that amateur radio will be around in another 25 years. 


I suppose it is a privilege of the senile to decry the younger generation, but I don’t think they have the same kind 
of values and interests we had 50 years ago. They are immersed in a technological world they don’t understand nor 
in many cases do they wish more than to accept its benefits. Ham radio may be a casualty. 


So much for the gloom. Amateur radio has brought me a lot of friends - and perhaps that is enough justification 
for me.

Part7 - AMSAT-UK COLLOQUIUM '90

The setting, University of Surrey campus, home of the University 
of Surrey Satellite (UoSAT) team, was ideal. Accommodations in 
campus housing and food and drink from campus restaurants 
and bars brought back pleasant memories from my own college 
days. 


Arrival day, July 25, was spent visiting the UoSAT team along 
with KOSI, N4HY, NK6K, and others. Jeff Ward, GO/K8KA, and 
the UoSAT team were in the process of loading the new UoSAT/ 
PACSAT packet BBS software into UO-14 for test and evaluation 
for the first time. Jeff and Harold Price, NK6K, spent the remain- 
derof the Colloquium, when not presenting papers, testing and 
refining this software package. Seeing the facilities and watching 
the UoSAT command team in action was interesting to say the 
least. The evening found a group of us eating Curry dishes at a 
local favorite Indian restaurant in downtown Guildford. 


THURSDAY 26 JULY - INTERNATIONAL AMATEUR 
SATELLITE DAY 


After greetings from Dr. A. C. Gee, G2UK, Chairman of AMAST- 
UK and Dr, Martin Sweeting, G3YJO, Director of the UoSAT 
Team the conference got down to business under the guidance of 
C. van Dijk, PAOQC, Chairman of Region 1, [ARU. This session 
was devoted to IARU politics, preparations for WARC ’92, a 
survey of future amateur radio satellite projects, and satellites in 
education. The afternoon session, led by Dr. Kar] Meinzer, 
DJ4ZC, followed the same theme and featured a presentation 
titled “What do You want on the Next Phase-Ill Satellite, and are 
You Willing to Pay for It?” by DJ4ZC. 


FRIDAY 27 JULY - INTRODUCTION TO AMATEUR 
SATELLITES 


Session leaders were Dr. Bob McGwier, N4HY, and Dr, Marty 
Davidoff, K2UBC. Highlights were discussions on FO-20 by Dr. F. 
Yamashita, JS1UKR, of the JARL, and RS-14/RUDAK-2 by 
Hanspeter Kuhlen, DK1YQ, of the Marburg group. Throughout 
the Colloquium, a satellite station assembled by Freddy 
Guchteneire, ON6UG, was available for use and demonstrations. 
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Freddy described his unique three band, two meter, portable, dish 
antenna and its dedicated tracking system. The dish has feeds for 
70cm, 23cm, and 13cm and is supplemented by a crossed Yagi for 
two meters making it capable of operating all modes currently 
supported by AO-13. Disassembled and folded up, the entire 
antenna system fits easily ina car. The days activities were 
completed by the AMSAT-UK Annual General Meeting. 


SATURDAY 28 JULY - CONTINUATION 


Session leaders were Jeff Ward, GO/K8KA, and Ron Broadbent, 
G3AAJ. Highlights were: (1) “I haven’t got a callsign, but!” by G. 
Perry, OBE, Kettering Group, (2) “Satellite Ops at North Pole 90" 
by L. Howell, GM4DMA, and (3) “Phase-3D Overview and 
Report on 26 July Meeting” by Dr. K. Meinzer, DJ4ZC. Many 
other excellent technical papers were presented. Following the 
Colloquium Buffet Dinner, G3AAJ MC’ed the “Fun Junk Sale” 
from about 9:00 PM until Midnight. This was the craziest Ham 
Radio Auction you have ever seen. Proceeds went to the benefit 
of AMSAT-UK and it’s satellite projects. A “super” time was had 
by all. 


SUNDAY 29 JULY - CONTINUATION 


Session leaders were Lyle Johnson, WA7GXD, of TAPR and C. I. 
Underwood, GIWTW, of UoSAT. Highlights were: (1) “New 
Soviet RS Satellites & the Moscow Adventure Klub” by Leonid 
Lubutin, UA3CR, (2) “QSO via OSCAR-Zero on 144 and 435 
Mhz” by Ray Soifer, W2RS, and Pat Gowen, G3IOR, and (3) 
“Satellite Archaeology” by Dr. Marty Davidoff, K2UBC. Many 
other papers were presented during the day on all facets of 
satellite technology. After closing addresses by G3YJO and 
G2UK, the Colloquium was officially closed at 6:00 PM. Those of 
us staying over until Monday before leaving, had another 
excellent evening meal followed by a long visit in the Bar. Where 
else could you have eleven guys around a table in the Bar from 
seven different countries all sharing a common interest - Amateur 
Radio Satellites. 


FUTURE SATELLITE PROJECTS ANNOUNCED 


The following short descriptions of satellite projects presented at 
the Colloquium are courtesy of Richard Limebear, G3RWL, of 
AMSAT-UK and the AMSAT-NA News Service: 


** Russian Satellites ** 


The RS14/RUDAK-2 launch has slipped, the current word is 
October 1990. Apparently the RSM modulation promised stands 
for Rectangular Spectrum Modulation but no other information 
about it is available at this time. The 70cm link will apparently 
use an RHCP aerial while 2m will use a dipole. Only one 
transponder will be switched on at a time and that will normally 
be RUDAK,; the analogue transponder is considered to be a 
reserve. 


** BADR-1 New Satellite ** 


SUPARCO (the Pakistani Space & Upper Atmosphere Research 
Commission) launched a small UoSAT-2/FO-12 class microsatel- 
lite into orbit on 16 July 90. 


The keplerian elements indicate that this orbit is pretty eccentric; 
as much as FO-20 but a lot lower in altitude. Perigee/apogee at 
this time are about 198/982 km but by November they’ll be 125/ 
900 km - in other words it won’t live long. Also, with an inclina- 
tion of 28 degrees, perigees close to the UK won't rise above the 
horizon there. 


Information received from Suparco says that telemetry is of the 
UO-11 type; the two transmitters are on 145,825 and 144.028. 


** FO-20"* 


At the Colloquium JARL said they will issue an award for Mode 
JA operations. It was pointed out that satellite users could do 
with some more mode JA time; some arrangements were made 
for this and also for the FO-20 operating schedule to be PUB- 
LISHED in the future. 


** ARSENE ** 


F6éBVP gave a comprehensive presentation about their long 
awaited satellite. ARSENE (Ariane Radioamateur Satellite pour 
YENseignement de I’Espace) will be mounted INSIDE the Ariane 
rocket’s separation collar on the September 1992 flight carrying 
the Telecom 2B payload. The final orbit is expected to be equato- 
rial with apogee = 36,000 km and perigee = 20,000 km witha 
period of seventeen and a half hours. Visibility figures for the UK 
for this type of orbit are “interesting” to say the least - the longest 
pass seems to be about 31 hours and gaps of 48 hours between 
passes will occur from time to time. 


A solid fuel rocket motor will be used to raise the perigee after 
launch into Geostationary Transfer Orbit. This spin-stabilised 
satellite will carry three deployable solar panels and be earth- 
pointing using nitrogen gas for attitude control; lifetime expected 
is on the order of five years, The six-sided body will measure 
900mm in diameter, be 880mm high and weigh about 140Kg 
before the kick motor firing. 


The communications payload will have a 70cm uplink and 145 
and 2445 MHz downlinks; the two modes, B and S, will NOT 
operate simultaneously. Mode B operation will be FSK packet 
radio (3 uplink channels, one downlink) and mode $ will be a 
linear transponder. 


** AMSAT-Israel ** 


Amsat-Israel announced that they intend to follow the example of 
universities abroad and launch their own satellite project. Plans 
are for a small store-and-forward spacecraft, perhaps also 
carrying scientific experiments. 


* UOSAT-F * 


There is a proposal for the UoSat-F spacecraft to be launched on 
an Ariane flight in April 1991. If the proposal is realized, Amsat- 
UK will make a significant donation to the project which is also 
hoped to carry a Mode A transponder. 


** PHASE-3D ** 


Design requirements for the Phase-3D satellite were discussed. 
The plan is to improve links by more than 10dB above AO-13 
levels by using more power, more antenna gain, and anti-alligator 
measures. The preliminary specification has a 250W PEP trans- 
mitter in a 3m diameter toroidal shape weighing 400 Kg. Amsat- 
DL would like it to carry X-band (10GHz) and other microwaves 
plus experiments and educational features as well as the “nor- 
mal” communications payloads. 


SUMMARY 


During and after this trip, I felt like 1 had been to a session of the 
United Nations without all of the political bickering that must 
take place there. Where else could so many people from so many 
different backgrounds have such a good time together sharing a 
common “Wavelength.” I’m looking forward to attending future 
sessions of this group. How many of us would have thought, 
even five years ago, that the Russians and the Germans would be 
cooperating on a common amateur radio satellite project? This 
project, RS-14/RUDAK-2, will probably launch yet this year and 
was coordinated over Packet Radio between Moscow and 
Germany. When itegrated, the parts of this complex project 
played together the first time the switch was thrown. 


There is a good chance that the international flavor of this meeting 
will exist to some degree this year at the AMSAT-NA Space 
Symposium to be held on 19-21 October, 1990 at Johnson Space 
Center in Houston, TX. Many of the attendees at AMSAT-UK 
COLLOQUIUM ’90 indicated an intention to attend the Houston 
meeting. Everyone is invited to this meeting and the chance to 
tour Johnson Space Center. Call Martha at AMSAT-NA Head- 
quarters for details (301)589-6062.

Vintage Amateur Station Given to Museum! 


Lela Wilson - WBSHPO, a QCWA member and 57 year licensed 
amateur donated a transmitter built in 1936 by her husband, James 
A. Wilson, WS5DVL to the Luna Mibres’ Museum in Deming, New 
Mexico. Jimmie became a Silent Key in December, 1987. 


The transmitter was designed 
to operate in the 75 meter 
phone band on AM with an 
output of approximately 1000 
watts. It was constructed ina 
china cabinet, the front glass 
doors being replaced by a 
bakelite panel. The completed 
unit weights about 400 
pounds. Three large trans- 
formers are located in the 
bottom of the cabinet. Small 
transformers, rectifiers, 
chokes, and filter condensers 
were on the bottom rack 
behind the panel. A crystal 
oscillator, three buffer /am- 
plifiers and low-power au- 
dio stages were located in the 
next two rack above. The top 
shelf contained the final tube 
and associated circuits. A 
1500 watt incandescent light was mounted on top of the cabinet to be 
switched in as a dummy load, using switches and an antenna relay. 
Eighteen switches were mounted on the front panel. Several of the 
switches, fuses, radiostat controls etc., are present in accord with 
construction practices nearly 55 years ago. Five vernier dials and 
other controls were located symmetrically for tuning of various RF 
stages, Other tuning and loading controls were available through 
the side doors usig insulated extension shafts. Fifteen voltage and 
current meters were positioned symmetrically on the panel. Eight 
pilot lamps were used toindicate equipment status. An automobile

rear view mirror was mounted on the right side so, with the door 
open, the final tube plate color could be observed from the operating 
position. There were no drawings or specification available. The 
final amplifier tube was not identified. 


Jimmie and Lela were 
first licensed in 1933 and 
joined ARRL that year. 
He was a charter mem- 
ber of a QCWA Chapter 
in 1973. He was active in 
ham radio and was 
employed by Mountain 
Bell Telephone in 1925, 
retiring in 1965. Jimmie 
had built a number of 
transmitters previous to 
constructing this master- 
piece. 


Also contributed to the 
Deming Museum were 
the microphone (single 
button carbon) and re- 
ceiver (Hallicrafter S-38B) 
that were used at some 
time during his amateur 
career. Those hams traveling Interstate 10 through Deming, NM 
might find it worth their time to pull off and travel the short distance 
to the Deming Luna Mimbres’ Museum at 301 South Silver Street, to 
see a sample of ham radio equipment of the 1930's.

That is for example, 
W4KEFC - the letter following the numeral is “K”. The group (3) can be found from the listing below: 


Group 1 - Letters A through E 


Group 2 - Letters F through J 


Group 5 - Letters U through Z 


Group 3 - Letters K through O 


Group 4 - Letters P through T 


Another example, the call W5JHS - letter is “J”, and J is in Group 2 above; A final example: the call WAWKQ - the letter is 


“W”, and W is in group 5 above. 


Net Control asks for checkins by group numbers as given above. Listen and check in properly. 


Do not tune-up on or near 14347. The frequency is in use by the Ex-G net who give it to us at 2000 hours. They are courteous 


to us, return the favor! 


Finally, be brief with your remarks, the last group has to wait nearly 2 hours to get a chance to say hello. You can help by 
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You've seen it happen many times, right? We lose one of our chapter 
members as a result of a geographic relocation, or worse, by membership in 
the silent key club, and what happens? We just walk around wringing our 
hands, telling ourselves we wish that had not happened.,.now we're “short” 
a member...and what are we going to do! 


Growth and Retention. That's our offering for this issue. Those two words 
are mighty big and everlastingly important to all chapters. So important to 
a chapter's health and welfare is the management of these functions, that 
the Secretary /Treasurer probably should have help to ensure we keep 
active all who are, activate those who aren’t, and add new members as fast 
as we can sign them up. 


But how to we get new members? Where do we find them? Where do they 
hide? After all, that is work! It’s really more comfortable just to sit back 
and wish, isn’t it? If such an attitude is familiar, you, too will recognize it as 
a “disease” of sorts, eventually to be fatal. The chapter with that “problem” 
eventually loses all momentum, inevitably the annual report is not mailed 
by deadline and the chapter, ultimately, becomes a statistic. 


It’s such a shame, too, because there are lots and lots of potential members 
out there...folks who will be an asset to your chapter and who will both 
support and participate in your activities. But it is unlikely that they will 
knock your door down join. We need to go get them. Everyone wants to be 
wooed! 


So where do we start? 


With your chapter members! Positive word-of-mouth advertising has a 
power that is awesome. One of America’s most popular word processing 
programs does very little (if any) commercial advertising; they simply don’t 
need to, Their growth is phenomenal because of customer satisfaction. 
Once each chapter member is motivated to find at least one new member 
per year, the membership roster begins to increase. Some chapter members 
will do little, of course, but others, who do a lot, need the positive recogni- 
tion during chapter meetings, in chapter newsletters, as winners of contests, 
and so forth. Let's reward those who do the work! If your chapter 
programs are positive, your meetings interesting...if your members look 
forward to chapter meetings, a lion’s share of your battle has been won. 


Your own chapter records, once in order, can be a help to your goal of 
adding X percent more members this year. Hopefully, when an amateur 
becomes a member of the chapter, you have a complete application. If that 
member drops from active chapter membership, for whatever reason, the 
application should be kept, even if in an inactive file, and never destroyed. 
So take a look at the inactive file. Who are they? Where now do they live? 
Contact them and ask them to return to active membership in the chapter. 
Convince them they are wanted and needed to make QCWA a strong 
organization and a viable force in today’s amateur radio, and in our hobby 
of the future. 


The records at Headquarters can be useful in your planning for chapter 
growth and retention. With some advance planning and lead time you can 
get a listing from Headquarters of all active members in your chapter five 
digit ZIP area. Yes, that’s right! REPORT 1 and REPORT 2 again! Only this 
time in a sort by ZIP, not by your chapter number. As I mentioned earlier in 
this series of articles, you will use those twe reports, designed at Headquar- 
ters, over and over again. It is possible that you also could get a listing of 
delinquent members in the same ZIP area. Use the active member list for 
chapter recruiting~these folks are already members in good standing of 
QCWA~all you have to do is invite them to join your chapter. You'll find a 
mixed bag, of course! Some will join and you will see them at every chapter 
meeting. There will be those who are most happy to be invited to join, and 
do so at once, even though they may not be able to be too active in your 
chapter. There will be those who want to go it alone--even though most of 
us know that a lot of the fun of QCWA is local chapter activity and 
participation, With those on the delinquent list, your effort will be directed 
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toward getting them back into QCWA and then into your chapter. It may 
be much easier than you think to do this. When one has the sense of being 
needed-of belonging—attitudes do change. 


Amateur clubs throughout your chapter area are often a good source of 
potential members for both QCWA and your chapter. Chances are good 
that you have chapter members who are also members of the club. It is 
possible, therefore, to obtain from rosters, those names, calls, addresses, and 
telephone numbers of potential members who are qualified to join QOWA 
and your chapter. 


Repeater groups, section and local nets, as well as packet bulletin boards 
are also resources for your growth efforts. Frequently these groups also 
have some form of member directory or listing, which will be invaluable in 
making contacts, and thus determining candidates for QCWA and chapter 
membership, 


The last few pages in each issue of the QCWA JOURNAL are also a 
valuable recruiting tool. By looking through those pages new QCWA 
members in your chapter area can be located. A call directory would be 
required to determine the mailing address information. 


Hamfests, in your chapter area, can be places for recruiting new members, 
however, opinions are quite mixed with respect to how efficient this means 
can be. You would be somewhat dependent upon traffic, although the 
positive thing may be that your chapter’s presence is felt at the hamfest. 
The “booth” concept, repeated often enough, will help QCWA and your 
chapter to be perceived as a primary force in amateur radio. 


At this point you have hundreds of names, calls and other information, 
right? What now? 

Launch a membership growth campaign! One-on-one contacts are best, 
through a personal contact of some sort—telephone or by a personal letter. 
Invite the potential member to join QCWA and/or the chapter. Make them 
feel needed. Arrange for them be visit the next chapter meeting, and ensure 
someone is available to be with them and introduce them to others in the 
group, and to be made to feel at home. At little pizazz may make the 
difference in whether the candidate does or does not join the chapter. 


Once recruited, attention must focus upon retention. With the investment 
of effort to recruit, it is a loss for the member to disappear. The chapter 
program should include a roster with correct and complete information on 
each member, and published often enough to ensure it is current. Interim 
roster updates should be provided. Chapter newsletters are nice; especially 
nice are those which are fun to read. For members who are not yet Life 
Members of QCWA, having a program to remind, in advance, about 
membership expiration is a means of encouraging retention. Concentrated 
effort should always be made upon member renewals for a three year 
period. Although I have never seen any studies, I have the sense that fewer 
losses occur among the multi-year renewals than with those who join only 
for a year. Some chapters send birthday greetings, and some members 
appreciate this personal touch. Birthday data is available, of course, on 
REPORT 2 from Headquarters. 


In short, communications and the little things mean so much, and are so 
important in retaining members! Try it! Good Luck.

He died at the age of 37 of an infection 
caused by an abscessed tooth, a malady 
which today could be corrected bya shot or 
two of antibiotic. But in a period of less 
than 10 years, first at the University of 
Karlsruhe, and then at the University of 
Bonn, he demonstrated the existence of 
radio waves, as foretold by Maxwell 20 
years earlier, and determined experimen- 
tally their basic properties. 


Hertz started out to become an engineer 
with both academicand on the job training, 
but after a number of years, including his 
mandatory military obligation, he switched 
to Physics and received his Doctorate in 
1880. While his specialty was scientific, his 
love of engineering stayed with him. He 
was not interested in theory alone, but 
enjoyed experiment. He had a home work- 
shop and built his own experimental equip- 
ment, most of it wonderfully simple-a true 
ham in many particulars. 


No one had been able to establish an 
experiment to substantiate Maxwells’s 
equations. Hertz was aware of the oscilla- 
tory nature of a spark discharge. 


Hertz designed an experiment to deter- 
mine (1) whether radio waves existed and 
(2) whether their speed was as Maxwell 
theorized 300,000 km/second. For a trans- 
mitter he used a simple spark gap dipole as 
shown in Figure 1. When the mechanical 
interrupter was opened or closed, a spark 
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\

jumped the gap. The frequency of the 
discharge was determined by the constants, 
i.e., inductance and capacitance of the dipole. 
For his first experiments this frequency 
was about 50 MHz; later he worked on 100 
Mhz and 60 cm. He was truly the first Vhf 
experimenter. 


_ORIGINS OF PECHNOLOGY 


Peak output was about 16 kW. Fora re- 
ceiver he useda simple loop with an adjust- 
able gap of a few millimeters width. His 
only instrument for measuring reception 
was his eye. Figure 2 is a diagram of the 
receiver. By adjusting the width of the gap 
until it just failed to break down he had a

rough measure of field strength. The rea- 
son for the high power of the transmitter is 


figure 2 
apparent when one considers that it takes a 


lot of transmitted power to build up the 
voltage necessary to jump the receiver gap. 


Now as he knew the frequency of the 
transmitter, if he could measure the wave- 
length, he could multiply these quantities 
together to get the velocity of propagation. 
He could measure the wavelength. Using a 
transmission line technique creating stand-

ing waves, he was able to measure the nulls 
and came up with a half wavelength dis- 
tance. Using this figure and his transmitter 
frequency he came up with a velocity of 
280,000 km per second, which is not too far 
from the recognized velocity of 300,000. 
Later he found an error in his transmitter 
frequency which when corrected, put his 
results very close to the velocity we meas- 
ure today. 


Now if electromagnetic waves are indeed 
waves they should show phenomena asso- 
ciated with waves such as reflection, re- 
fraction, and polarization. In these experi- 
ments Hertz went to higher frequencies 
including 60 cm in order to make his equip- 
ment less bulky. He was able to demon- 
strate that electromagnetic waves did in- 
deed have these characteristics, all by simple 
experiments. 


It is interesting to realize that Hertz wasa 
pure scientist and had no interest in the use 
of electromagnetic waves for communica- 
tions purposes, nor was he interested in 
patents. He did his experimental and theo- 
retical work, published his results for the 
evaluation. Also the VHF frequencies he 
used were not exploited for communica- 
tions for 50 years,nor was some of his work 
on slotted lines. But there were people out 
there who grasped the commercial and 
military possibilities, one of them a young 
Italian, Guglielmo Marconi. 


The portrait of Heinrich Hertz was pro- 
vided from the files of the CCIR and were 
published in the ITU Telecommunications 
Journal in the 1950 - 1960 time period.
